For partisan purposes Judge Taylor 
seems to be pleased with the idea tbat 
it is right to degrade himself as a 
citizen of Indiana. 


He seems not to know that he has 
no rights of person or property which 
he can enforce within his own State, 
or within any other State,, unless they 
are given by the common law, by 
State constitution or by State laws. 
There are no personal relations be- 
tween the people of the United States, 
such as husband and wife, pp.rent and 
child, guardian and ward, master and 
servant, debtor and creditor, nor any 
rights, or remedies affecting them, 
which exist by the constitution and 
laws of the United States. They are 
among the internal affairs of a State 
with which congress cannot interfere 
—and are State rights. 
The State 
also has the right of eminent domain 
over her own territory and if the 
Jnited States government wants land 
in this city for public buildings, il 
oan noithAr purchase uor exercise any 
authority over it unless by the consent 
of the legislature of the State. This 
right to exclude the United States 
from the ownership and exclusive 
jurisdiction over property withiu the 
State is ^constitutional right—a State 
right. 
As a citizen of one State 
Judge T A Y L O R can sue in another 
State and be sued in his own State, in 
the United States courts, but this it- 
a remedial right only. The United 
States protect him, or its citizens, up 
on the high seas and in foreign coun- 
tries—beyond this protection he iw no 
man, no voter, a very nobody (not 
even a member of Oongress) unless 
his own State, by her constitution and 
lawi?, make him somebody. His own 
State must teach him the difference 
between State rights and State sover- 
eignty. Will Judge Taylor point to 
any law of the United States which 
makes him a voter? The44th amend- 
ment to the constitution 
of the 
United States declares that citizens of 
the United States shall have in each 
State equal protection of the laws— 
and, that when the right to vote is de- 
nied, etc., certain consequences follow 
to the State; but what is the right to 
vote is nowhere determined by the 
United States constitution or laws. 
If voters are made by the constitu- 
tion of the United States, or by any 
law of Congress, that law must be 
uniform throughout 
the 
United 
States. There cannot be one law for 
Indiana and another law for Ohio. 
Men, not citizens of the United States 
by any law, will vote in the State of 
Indiana for or against Judge Taylor 
as a candidate for Congress, and for 
presidential electors at the coming 
elections, who could not vote at all in 
the State of Ohio. If the man be a 
"voter of the United States" what 
permits him to vote in Indiana and 
denies to him the right to vote in 
Ohio? A man cannot vote in Ohio 
unless he be a citizen of the United 
States. Such is not the law in lu li- 
ana ; a foreigner can vote here. 


The constitution of Ohio d^^clares 
that "every male citizen of the United 
States, twenty-one (21) years old, res- 
ident in the State one year, shall have 
the qualifications of an elector and be 
entitled to vote at all elections.'' 


The constitution of Indiana declarer 
"In all elections, every male citizen of 
the United States twenty-one years of 
age, resident of 
the 
State 
six 
months, and 
every male of for- 
eign birth, twenty-one years of age, 
who shall have resided in the United 
States one year and in the State six 
months, and shall have declared his 
intention to become a citizen of the 
United States shall be entitled to 
uote. If a foreigner shall have de- 
clared his intention to become a citi- 
zen ha can vote in Indiana, although 
he may never carry out his intention. 
Judge T A Y L O B surely knows that it

Nor wonid the liberties of the coun- 
try be safer in the hands of a solid 
South, backed by such right of sole 
supervision of elections as Bepubli> 
cans are now claiming for themselves. 
Any party, whether backed by a solid 
Soutii or a solid North, would be 
found quite strong enough to keep 
itself in power, if it had in addition to 
such backing, the sole right of super- 
vising elections. Nothing but revolu- 
tion and overthrow could oust it. Tbe 
real danger to be apprehended is from 
the success of the party that is clam- 
oring for Fole supervision of elections. 
We shall refer to this subject again, 
our purpose now being only to solicit 
for it the gravest thought by men of 
all parties and shades of political 
opinion.

A man cho is not a citi- 
aen of the Unitedi States, and who 
could not vote for presidential elec- 
tora in Ohio, can yote for them in In- 
diana; and his vote might determine 
ithe choice of electors and really make 
a president of the United States. 
The qualifications of voters, not Wng 
mniform throughout 
the 
United 
States, are not therefore determined 
by any law of Congress. 


To vote for a member of Congress 
the voters in each State must have the 
qualifications requisite for_ electors 
of the most numerous branch of the 
átate Legislature,, an4 such qualifica^ 
tlons are, and must be determined by 
the state only and not by Congress. 
How therefore does Judge 
T A Y L O R 
become 
a 
voter of 
the 
Uni- 
ted 
States? 
'ihe 
Judge 
wants 
his mind enlarged so that he can 
understand if hé ever gets to Congress, 
that it is Indiana he represents and 
not Vermont. And he must learn that 
it is one of the "rights of a State" to 
take the heads off of just such United 
States ofiicers as he proposes to be in 
Congress. 


Judge T A Y L O R says a member of 
Congress is a United States officer. 


JVo q^cer of the United States is ever 
elected by the people, from the highest 
executive officer to the the lowest, and 
on from the highest judicial officer to 
the lowest. The legislative power of 
the United States can have no officers 
of the United States, except the Vice 
President, and his office is legislative 
in a specific and limited sense. Con- 
gress can make officers for their res- 
pective bodies, but they are only part 
of me macniuery ut icgialaüon. 


The people do not vote for their 
Senators, only for their representatives 
in Conirre88,and neither can b3 officers 
of the United States in any sense ; for 
an officer in a free country never makes 
laws for his own government. Members 
of Congress are representatives of cer 
tain people of a State, and must be 
inhabitants of the State they in part 
represent, and the only power and 
duty they have is to make laws, and 
such is not the power of an officer. 


If to be a candidate for congri-f 
induces Judge TAYLOR to believe he 
is to become an officer of the United 
States, the precise time of his induc- 
tion into office must be-when, and be- 
cause public condemnation in his 
congressional district secures to him 
an executive appointment, as a reward 
for his partisan labors. Beyond this 
present field of battle, the judge, in a 
far-away look, sees a "United States 
officer" for whom he voted, as 
voter of the United States;"—and his 
name is Judge R O B E R T S . T A X L O R ; a 
good Iawyer,a gentleman, but too full 
of the "United States? to be a safe

POLITICAL

Danger of a Solid Worth, Backed by 
F«deral Sapervisorfli of 
Eleetlous. 


As we stated in these columns a 
few days ago, there is more danger to 
be apprehended from a solid North 
subject to tbe control of the Bepubli- 
can party, than is to be apprehended 
from a solid South under any control 
whatever, and we balieve the people 
will show by their votes at the Presi- 
dential election in November, tbat 
they think and fear as we do on this 
subject. 
What is to prevent our 
government from becoming just such 
as that of Republican France under 
the Presidency of the third 
N A P C - 


LEON, if like that we shall have elec- 
tions under the sole supervision of the 
party interested in perpetuating it- 
self? Under the supervision of Mar- 
shals appointed solely with reference 
to perpetuation of party ascendency, 
it will be as easy to secure the requi- 
site voting result to that end, as it 
was for N A P O L E O N to command it by 
the aid of his Gens d' Arms detailed 
lor the task of supervision. Better 
fitr leave the supervision where the 
framers of the Constitution designed 
it to bd left, viz: Subject to state 
Hu per vision. The task of supervision 
by the beveral states is too extended 
ever to be brought wholly under con^ 
irol of one political party. Even the 
llepublican party, backed by a solid 
North, could hardly feel perfectly 
assured of its permanent hold on 
p3wer unless in conjunction with it, 
it also had sole supervision of elec- 
tions; and with that it might defy 
the will of the people with as perfect 
immunity as did the third N A P O L E O N .
